Own Rifles of (Canada.—A ceremo- 
ny consisting of the firing of rifles 
performed by troops as a token of 
joy ‘tor the purpose of celebrating 
the birthday of ‘the Sovereign, a 
member of the Royal Family, or 
other national event. 

It is a most difficult ceremony 
for even the most highly trained 
troops and ‘was most admirably 
earried out by the Queen’s Own. 

The Colour is the most sacred 
thing that a Regiment has. Around 
it is @lustered all the traditions, 
the suffering and glory that make 
from a body of men something 
that is different—a Regiment. 

The Colour is greeted with res- 
pect and saluted by all ranks of 
society, from His Majesty ‘to his 
most ‘humible servant. 

In olden days the Standard, or 
Colour, was carried in battle and 
proved the rallying point. Men 
gathered around the Colour and 
sacrificed ‘themselves so that the 
honour and glory of their Country 
and Regiment might not be tarn. 
ished. A Colour was never sur- 
rendered. 

To-day the ‘Colour is not darried 
in battle, but it is still ‘*The Soul 
of the Regiment.*’ 

A beautiful and stately ceremoni- 
al known as ‘‘ Trooping the Colour”’ 
has been devised so that the Co- 
lour may be shown to every rank 
of a Regiment under dignified and 
impressive conditions. 

This ceremony was performed 
on different nights by the Royal 
Grenadiers, The 48th ‘'Regimienit 
(Highlanders) and the Toronto 
Scottish Regiment. 

The programme concluded with 
massed bands in which 17 bands 
participated.

ties agree that could our Men 
of the 24th have been furnished 
with 'the ammunition, they would 
not have met with the reverse that 
ensued. The lesson was costly 
but it was well heeded, and after 
that serew-drivers were not requir- 
ed for the opening of British small 
arm ammunition boxes! 

Now for the little tale about the 
container for the Army spirit 
ration referred to above. 

In the Egyptian Campaign of 
1882 Sir Garnet Wolseley’s little 
force moved forward from Kassas- 
sin shortly after midnight of the 
with the inten- 
tion of covering the eleven miles 
of desert between that place and 
the enemy ’s position at Tel-el-Ke- 
bir, and attacking it at daybreak. 
Before moving off, the troops had 
had a couple of hours rest in bi- 
yvouae, just before which an issue 
of spirit ration had been made to 
all ranks. The early part of the 
night was intensely dark—real 
Eeyvptian darkness that could be 
felt—and the distribution of the 
‘““orog’’ had been made with econ- 
siderable difficulty, owing to the 
absolute necessity of maintaininy 
silence and the entire absence of 
lights, so as to give no indidation 
of proposed movements which 
might be seen by the enemy’s scouts 
and night patrols, and thus annul 
the surprise which was the main 
feature of the plans of our Com- 
mander-in-Chief, 

In one of the battalions of Sir 


Archibald Allison’s Third, or 
“Hi¢hland’’, Brigade—the od 


74th Highland Light Infantry— 
this was productive of what was 
very nearly a dreadful calamity, 
gravely imyperilling the safety of 
the whole army and the success of 
the General's plans, as well as 
throwing the shadow of a death 
sentence upon a faithful and de- 
serving, but unfortunate, soldier. 
In this particular unit, upon this 
occasion, the issue of the rum ra- 
tion was carried out by the Regi- 
menta. Orderly Sergeant, who by 
a strange irony of fate happened 
that night to be the President of 
the recently organized branch of 
the Army Temperance Society of 
the 74th. He was a steady, relia- 
b’e man, with a good soldier’s re- 
eord, and a strict teetotaller. After 
starting the distribution iby him- 
self dipping the liquor out of the 
barrel, he had expected each com- 
pany to make its own issue, ‘but in 
the desire to hurry up the job as 
quickly as possible, and the head 
of each succeeding company com- 
ing up in the darkness in an appa- 
rently never ending stream, he 


continued dipping his small mea- 
cartridge pouches, and, in their | 
own language ‘‘stanyped the white | 


sure into the ‘barrel and emptying 
it into the canteens of man after 
man in succession, bending over 
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the little barrel more and more 
as its contents shrank to the bot- 
tom.. Quite unperceived by any- 
one in the darkness he became over. 
powered ‘by the fumes from the 
strong ‘‘ Jamaica” by the time he 
had finished, and on lying down 
was very soon in utter oblivion. 
Shortly afterwards the troops 
were roused for the night march, 
and in the darkness the Sergeant’s 
condition was not observed. A 
few minutes after the army got 
under way, however, the Colonel 
and other offiders of the 74th were 
horrified to hear one of their men 
break out into a ond song at a 
time when every effort was being 


made, in accordance with the Com- | 


mander-{n-Chiefi’s instrution’s, to 
maintain a rigid silence. A. couple 
of n.c.o’s. nearby grabbed the of- 
fending songster and alimiose throt- 
tled the poor Orderly Sergeant in 
their efforts to suppress his un- 
timely exuberance. Naturally the 
Sergeant. protested violently and 
the commanding officer, coming 
himself to see what was the matier 
placed him under arrest for being 
drunk and ealled upon the regument 
al Medical Offider,who happened to 
be near by, to silence the man at all 
hazards. By this time, the bat- 
falion in column of fours had pas- 
sed on and as one of the ambulan- 
ce wagons approached the Doctor 
chloroformed the offender and had 
him placed in the wagon where he 
remained ‘‘dead to the world’’ for 
several ‘hours. 

in due time the troops reached 
their preliminary objective, deploy- 
ed, made their attack, and just 
as day was breaking carried the 
enemy ’s works with the bayonet 
in splendid style, and sort.y after 
sunrise were concentrated some 
three miles in rear of the captur- 
ed position, close to the railway 
of Tel-el-Kebir, in the 
nidst of: all the debris and confu- 
sion left by a routed and ttleeing 
enemy. Here cables cf congratu- 
‘ation, with sympathy for the 
wounded from Her Majesty Queen 
Victoria, were read at the head of 
ali the units of the Infantry Di.

The 
troops ‘cheered their commander, 
and alsc Her Majesty the Queen 
“The Widew of Windsor” 
so many of the men affectionat- 
ely termed their sovereign—and 
under al the circumstances those 
cheers from that assembly of 12,000 
men were something to remember 
for a lifetime. Such a thriil 1s 
not likely to be cift repeated! 

It was just at this time that the 
unfortunate sergeant, recovered 
sufficiently from the effects of the 
mm fumes and the chlorcorm, 
staggered up to the co!umn of

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his regiment from the ambulance 
quite tgnorant of the recent battle 
and ‘bewildered as to what was 
taking place As the disturber of 
the night before, he was at once 
taken ‘before this C.O. and a Drum- 
head Court Martial was imimediate- 
ly convened to try him for one of 
the most serious offences a soldier 
ean commit on active service, viz. 
‘Being drunk on the line of 
march in the presence of the ene- 
my,’ thus endangering the lives 
of al. his comrades and the suc. 

Naturally 
there was much indignation against 
the sengeant, who was still in a se- 
mi-maudlin state. He protested 
that he had not drunk any of the 
rum, ‘but at the time no one 
thought of the fumes nor could 
the prisoner make any intelligent 
explanation. Time pressed, and 
in a few minutes the poor fel!ow 
was found guilty, condemned 1 
be shot, and the preceedings cf the 
Court at onee passed on through 
brigade and divisional channels to 
the Commander-in-Chief near by. 
The whole business from the time 
the unfortunate Sergeant had 
scrambled out of the ambulance 
unti. ‘his fate was in the hands of 
Sir Giarnet had not occupied more 
than half an hour Fortunately 
the Commandersin-Chief was in 
the best of humour; he had just 
won a brilliant vidtory, it would 
never do to damjpen the joyous- 
ness of the oceasion by an execu- 
tion, so the death sentence was 
commuted to two years penal ser-

Pretoria, 4-5 June, 1900 
The engagement at Six-Mile

They were in reserve 
and while the big guns thundered 
and their projectiles raised fount. 
ains of earth and stone from the 
hill sides opposite, quickly follow.

se as ‘he rises. 


(vu) Raisine the hands as the 


horse descends jalbs ‘his mouth, rai-

ail fours, besides giving pain 
and ‘frightening him. 

(viii) A horse must see where 
to place his fore-feet when descend- 
ing, How can he do it with his 
head jerked up in the air through 
the medium of the reins? 

ix) Do not bring a consistent 
refuser into the ring. He will 
only make a fool of himself and 


| also the rider. 


(x) Showing jumping is not 
steeplechasing. although some ‘hor- 
ses require more pace than others. 

(xt) Unless a horse will run 
straighit it is useless to enter ‘him 
in tent-pegging. 

(xii) In pegging make your hor- 
se carry his pace through for a 
ew leigths beyond the pee. Do not 
let him ¢cime to a stop just as the 
peg is reached or taken.
